atly take order, each of you within his Dioceſſe or other that the con- 

rents of our Letters to the Archbiſhop directed be ſpeedily performed. And 

that you giue charge to all you inferiour officers or others who ſhal haue to 

do in this Collection, that they do their indeuors therein, without clayming 

any fees or laying charges vpon the poore citie, which hath more need of 

reliefe then perhaps is commonly conceiued.Giuen vnder our Signet at our 

Pallace of VVeſtminſter the 25.day of March, in the ſecond yeare of our 
Raigne of England, Fraunce, and Ireland, and of Scotland the 37.
